Both will be regular games, although at some future date I'd like to 
run a game of Economic Diplomacy. 

So, without further fuss, I will go on to what I hope is the news of in- 
terest. 

Game fee is % 3.00 in cash or stamps. While I work and receive mail in 
Gainesville, I live in a small town with a very suspicious attitude toward 
out of town checks, to say nothing of out of state. 

Deadlines will vary as to day of the week, as there is no delay to a Post 
Office box. They will always fall at Midnight of the day stated. This will 
let me clean the box out when I get off work at Is 30 in the Morning. 

If given permission, the gamemaster will call, collect, any player missing 
a move. This is the only case where moves will be accepted after deadline.

Klsren days following this Summer retreats are due. (Day Eleven) 

Nine days lator Fall moves are due. ( Day Twenty) 

TSlFevn days later Autumn Retreats and Winter builds (Day Thirty-One) 
Nine days later .Spring moves due. (Day Forty)

exceptions. 

1. ^he victory criterion is 18 forces actually on the board. 

2. Ties and draws; After two years with no change of supply centers, all 
players are asked if they will consent to a draw. If any player does 
not consent, two more years will be allowed, and if no supply centers 
have changed hands, players will be asked to sufcsnit game plans for a 
victory. If none appear feasible, a draw will be declared.
